STATE APPROVES $5,000,000 BONDING TO PURCHASE 
DEVELOPMENT RIGHTS TO CONNECTICUT FARMLAND 

by Joseph Dippel, Director, Farmland Preservation 
 

On August 26, 2011, Governor Dannel P. Malloy and Agricul-

ture Commissioner Steven K. Reviczky announced that $5,000,000 

in state bonding was approved by the State Bond Commission for 

the purchase of development rights to farmland statewide. 

The allocation of funds for the state’s Farmland Preservation 

Program, which is administered by the Department of Agriculture, 

will be used to buy development rights to farms, placing a perma-

nent restriction on the use of the land.  The land can only be used 

for agricultural purposes and the farms will stay under private own-

ership and continue to pay local property taxes. 

―Agriculture contributes $3.5 billion in output and 20,000 jobs to 

our economy each year,‖ Commissioner Reviczky said.  ―This pro-

gram will help keep our wonderful farms and farm communities vi-

able.  It also ensures we retain the ability to produce food, create 

jobs, and preserve the unique character of our state.  Farms are 

integral to the high quality of life we enjoy in Connecticut.‖ 

The goal of the program is to preserve 130,000 acres of farm-

land with 85,000 acres dedicated to growing crops.  The state pre-

served its first farm in 1979.  Since then, 37,860 acres have been 

preserved, or approved for preservation, on 287 farms or about 

29% of its goal. The new funds are expected to allow the state to 

buy development rights to at least 10 more farms comprising 1,100 

acres over the next several months. 

The CT Farmland Preservation Program protects farmland 

through the negotiation of an acquisition of development rights to 

qualified farms.  Farm owners apply to the program voluntarily.  A 

permanent conservation easement is recorded on land records indi-

cating the farm is restricted to agricultural use only, preventing resi-

dential development and subdivision.  Protected farms help Con-

necticut retain its rural character and scenic vistas, protect natural 

resources, promote local food security, and sustain employment in 

the agricultural sector.
